11. To see how much the district will vote to raise 
for medical inspection. Recommended $37.50. 
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12. To see how much the district will vote to raise 
for minor repairs. Recommended $85.00. 


18 To see how much the district will vote to raise 
for books and supplies. Recommended $300.00. 


14 To see how much the district will vote to raise 
for flags and appurtenances. Recommended $25.00. 


15. To see how much the district will vote to raise 
for High School tuitions. Recommended $900.00. 


16. To see how much the district will vote to raise 
to enlarge the Pollard School Building and provide 
equipment for same. 


17. To see if the district will vote to authorize the 
School Board to unite with one or more town districts or 
special districts to form a supervisory district for the pur- 
pose of employing a superintendent of the public schools | 
therein, under the provisions of Chapter 77 of the Session 
Laws of New Hampshire, 1899, and to raise money to 
carry such vote into effect.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Reports of this kind are both retrospective or his- 
torical and prospective or forward looking. As history is 
mainly useful as it points the lesson for the future, we 
wish to emphasize the forward look. 


Probably the most potent single formative force in 
our democratic culture is the elementary public school. 
Therefore as we face the future it becomes of the utmost 
importance that we provide for our children the best pos- 
sible elementary instruction. To that end the School 
Board make certain definite recommendations. 

While our teachers are doing splendid individual 
work we feel that better results might be attained by 
placing them under a competent superintendent. We 
agree with the State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, Mr. Butterfield, that ‘‘the superior merit of the sup- 
ervised schools is so evident and so generally admitted 
that no argument is needed.’’ Upon the urgent request 
of Mr. Butterfield we have caused to be inserted in the 
school warrant an article covering this proposition, and 
most earnestly urge its adoption. 

Recommended by the School Board of 1916, urged 
by that of 1917, it now becomes imperative that Pollard 
School building be somehow enlarged. The overecrowd- 
ing that has existed in the past grows steadily worse each 
succeeding year, and we feel that some immediate action 
should be taken looking to permanent relief from a con- 
dition so inimical to the educational interest of the com- 
munity. We do not believe that there is anything to be 
gained by longer deferring an improvement that ought to 
have been undertaken long ago. If you as parents and 
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citizens of Plaistow are vitally concerned about the 
proper education of your children, you will insist upon 
getting action upon this matter at once. 

A modern encyclopedia and a standard unabridged 
dictionary ought to be provided for the Pollard School 
as a foundation for a reference library to which other 
reference books might from time to time be added. 

The Westville School continues to maintain its 
traditional high rank. 

Viewing the Public Library as an educational 
auxiliary we would like to see the library made accessible 
to the school children at more frequent intervals than at 
present. 

The troublesome .question of transportation is of 
course perennial. While there have been complaints, we 
feel that we are doing about all that can be done under 
the appropriation. 

Our sincere thanks are due to Mr. ear G. Pollard 
of Lowell for a beautiful new flag for the Pollard School 
building, as well as for other tokens of his continual kind- 
ly and thoughtful interest in our schools. 

Owing to the fuel shortage and to the unusual se- 
verity of the winter there have arisen some rather trying 
situations with which we have been obliged to contend. 
The fact too that we were unexpectedly and regretfully 
compelled to accept the resignation of Mr. William P. 
Warner, Jr., as chairman and member of the board, 
naturally added to our difficulties. Under these cireum- 
stances we have presumed so far as to rely upon the 
kindly indulgence of our fellow citizens.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow :— 


Herewith I submit my third annual report. 


In looking over the registers and remembering the 

conditions existing a year ago, I regret to say that the 
same congestion is found at the Pollard School at 
present. 
Certainly, I hope that you as parents of the children 
who attend our school will see to it that relief of some 
sort is provided. The rooms most crowded are those con- 
taining grades I and II, also V and VI. 

We have, at the request of Miss Nina Cohen, sup- 
plied an assistant, Miss Marion Thompson, who is now in 
charge of grade II. Both teachers are doing splendid and 
efficient work, particularly true when we realize both 
work in the same room at the same time. 

Miss Jessie Cushman is doing very thorough and 
faithful work in grades III and IV. But of the room ac- 
commodating grades V and VI I wish to speak more in 
detail. 

By the resignation of Miss Margaret Hansberry last 
spring, the school lost a most earnest and faithful teacher. 
This year Miss Beulah Averill has charge of these grades 
(V and VI). She too, is a faithful teacher, working 
under many difficulties. 

Anyone who understands the relation of child life 
with school life must realize that the fifth grade is the 
turning point, as it were, in the mental and physical de- 
velopment of the child—a period when individual help 
and attention is essential toward a complete and full 
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knowledge of facts to be gained in following years. No 
teacher, regardless of salary or efficiency, can possibly 
give the personal attention necessary when that teacher 
has two grades to plan for, and sixty or more pupils in 
charge. The point of discipline too is another matter 
which might well be discussed. 

Let me urge then, that this matter be not deferred 
longer, but that definite action be taken at once to relieve 
conditions. 

At Westville, Miss Mina Blanchard 1s still ae her 
usual energetic work. 

Another question for you as citizens of Plaistow to 
discuss is this: Does Plaistow need a superintendent? 
Surely this is becoming a more vital question every year. 
Compare your town with towns that have supervision and 
then decide—which is better equipped, in which does the 
co-operative spirit shine out more, in which is the 
standard of scholarship higher? 

Before closing, allow me at this time to thank you, as 
members of the School Board, also as parents of our boys 
and girls, for the hearty co- oparalaon and many kind- 
nesses shown.
